New York, JIurcli 17 — A Are started 
in the Windsor hotel during the after- 
noc». A number of guesta wwe seen 
to Jump from som* of the windows. A 

general call for ambulances has been 
sent In. 

The whole of the Windsor hotel was 
tn. flnawi. It is at Forty-fifth street 
and Fifth avenue. The fire spread with 
great rapidity and the building with 
the block fa( ing Fifth avenue looked 
like a roaring furnace. One woman 
Jumped from the fifth story to the 
pavement on the Fifth ATenue side. 
People were on the roof crying for 
help. The firemen did ttnir l)est to 
reach the people on the roof and in tlje 
windows. 

The police depi^rtment telegraphed 
to Bellevue hospital for all the availa- 
ble ambulances and all the doctors at 
once went. Two emergency ambu- 
lances and seTenM other doctors came 
Uter. 

Fifth aventie was crowded with St. 

Patrick's day paraders. They surged 
around the hotel, and it was almost 
impossible t9 Mpcit*^ Uw* number of 

casufi^tie^ 

The firemen were hampered in their 
work. Chief of Police Devery issued 
a call for all the reserves, and soon 

hundiTds of jjolicpnit'ii were hurried 
toward the blazing hotel. 

At 4 p. m. the Windsor hotel col- 
lapsed. The whole frame fell inward 
with a eraah. The wounded are being 
taken away in ambulances. They are 
being cared for in private houses. 

A number of priests arc present ten- 
dering their services. 

Oaath of Mn. Kirk. 

At 4:10 there had been found four 
persons dead and 12 injured. Among 
the latter is Mrs. J. S. Kirk, wife of a 
Chicago millionaire, whose injuries are 
said to be fatal. 

Mrs. Kirk of Chicago died soon after 
her admission to the hospital. 

Many jumped from the windows on 
the Forty-aeventh street side, oppo- 
site the Oould resldeaet. 

Two geets Jumped from a fifth-story 
window Into a lifenet and were saved. 

A women jumped from a window on 
Forty-sixth street. opposite Dr. 
Shrady'a residence. She was picked 
up unconscious. 

Warren Leiand is the proprietor of 
the hotel. II? owned the Ocean house 
at Newport, which was burned. 

The fire was dlBcovcred in the hotel 
At 3:30 p. m. in a parlor on the sec- 
ond fioor at the southweat eorper of 
tk> hoM. The disoovery WM made 
by one of the porters of the hotel. He 
rushed down In to the office and gave 
the alarm. The clerks ran upstairs, 
but the fiamea spread so rapidly that 
it VM impossible for them to do nucb.

AffPOK the Injured at Bellevue in 
addition to Mrs. Kirk are Mrs. C. C. 
Simmons, 60 years of age, of this city; 
Ifm Haikell, residence unkiiown; an 
up^fiowp woman alMut 26 years of age, 
with a' fractured skull, and another un- 
known worni^ badly bwrasd wtth a 
broken leg. 

The loss of the Are is estimated 
roughly at $1,000,000. The building is 
valued at 1260,000. 

The firemen and the police are unable 
to estimate the loss of life except to 
say tht a large number of persons 
were undou|tedly hurled in the ruins. 
The hotel was crowded with women 
when the fire broke out. MUT of 
them were at the windows watching 
the passing parade In one window 
four women were standing. They all 
Jumped into the strset. 

Abaar MeKlnlay'a Bmm. 

The Windsor is the home of Abner 
McKinley, when in the city. 

Tl^e building is owned by Elhridge 
T. Gerr. It was a seven-story brick 
structure and built about 1871, and oc- 
cupied the entire block fronting on 
Fifth avrniie, bptweea Forty-sixth and 
Forty- seventh streets. 

It is now said that there are from 
12 to 20 bodies in the ruins of the 
hotel. 

Miss Helen Gould sent word to the 
tjolice to bring all the injured to her 



honi«, and a number were carried 
there. In a short time, however, the 
firemen ordered Miss Ckrald and the 
others In the house to leave it. 

A conservative estimate places the 
total loss of life at 2.". 

A middle-aged woman Jumped from 
the sixth fioor on the Fifth avenue 
side, and was taken to Miss Gould's 
house, where she died in a short time. 
She was identified by the clerk as the 
widow af a Baltimore millionaire. 

The Gould house was saved by the 
hard work of the firemen. Apparently 
oaly flight damage was done to it 

Dr. Arthur Pitkin, the house physl- 
elan, said at 6 o'clock: "I had eight 
bcd-rldden patlentK in the hotel. An 
yet I have been unable to And but one."

Hot Spring, Ark., March 17.— Peace 
and quiet prevails in this city, al- 
though the details of Thursdey'b 
bloody rioting, in which five well- 
known citizens were killed, are eager- 
ly discussed on the streets. The tight 
was the result of the election conust 
for mayor. 

Governor Jones nrrlvcd from Little 
Rock. Judge Beldlng, who was swum 
in as chief of police, has appointed 
100 special policeman, and no further 
trouble is now anticipated. 

A coroner's Inquest will be hirid. 
Sheriff Bob Williams, who was "no 
prominently identified with the trag- 
edy, is one of the beet known public 
men in Arkansas He has served a 
previous term as sheriff, and waa at 
one time mayor of Hot Springs. 

Chief of I'olice Thomas C. Toler, one 
of the slain, wa.s a man of great cour- 
age. He was absolutely fearless of 
danger. He had lived in Hot Springs 
about is years and liad a somewhat 
stormy career. 

The coroner's Jury convened at 12:30 
p. m. It is expected that the inquiry 
will consume four or flye days. Sheriff 
Williams, David Toung, Coffee Wil- 
liams and William and Samuel Watt 
were placed under nominal arrest on 
warrants sworn ont by P'-osecuting .Xt- 
tomey Cloud charging them with mur- 
in the first degree. When the sheriff 
learned that a warrant was out for him 
he sent word to the coroner that he 
would submit to being arrested and 
placed under guard and that he was 
ready to give bail In any sum demand- 
ed. It is reported that Edward Spears 
has died of his wounds.

Atlanta, March 17.— Ck>T$rnor Can- 
dler is very bitter in his denunciation 

of the Palmetto affair. He attributed 
the trouble to the fact that the negro 
regiments and soldiers liave been pass- 
ing through the country and the sight 
of them has placed in the mind of the 
negro a spirit of boldneaa. 

"The Palmetto lynching was as de- 
plorable as it was bloody and coward- 
ly," said the governor. 

"It ia true the town was burned in 
the night time, endangering the lives 
of all Its women and children. It is 
true that I had offered heavy rewiiiils 
for the apprehension of the incen- 
diaries, and that these negroes had 
been arreated, and some of them had 
confessed their guilt and Implicated 
the others in the crime. Btit it wa.s 
cowardly and barbarou.s to slaughter 
them as this mob did, for they had 
been arrested and were in the hands 
of officers of the law, ttwaiting a com- 
mitting trial. The law was adequate 
for their punishment, and there was no 
doubt of their speedy trial and pimiah- 
ment. If convicted. 

'Until recently there waa no race 
friction in the state. The Georgia ne- 
gro Is not naturally vicious nor predis- 
posed to the commission of atrocious 
crimes. This was demonstrated during 
a hundred years of slavery. The 
Georgia white man is not his enemy, 
as he has had abundant reason to 
know since he became a fre* citizen. 
Such otitrages as this never, or seldom, 
occurred in this state until reglmenta 
of Insolent, drunken negro soldiers, 
the scum of the dives of the cities 
north and soiithh, were quartered here 
and there in the state and in the south. 

"A mob of negro soldiers ran rioi 
in Tampa and outraged women in 
broad daylight Another gang of 
drunken vagabonds in Macon defied 
and tried to fire on the police. For 
months another rei^inient of these law- 
less vagabonds, wearing the uniform 
of the United Statea aoldiera, terror- 
ised Cblckamauga and the town of 
.Lytle, in north Georgia* to say noth- 
ing of the Griffin episode and Other 
similar occurrences. 

"They had to be escorted through 
every southern city through which 
they paaaed after they were discharged 
by a battalion of police to jirevent 
looting the stores and terrorizing th" 
people. 

"The Leesburg outrage, the Palmetto 
burning, and many other similar 
crimes committed in Georgia by ne- 
groes during the last few months are 
due to the baleful influence and ex- 
ample of these lawless rowdies, who 
disgraced the uniforms they wore. 
This is the primary cause of all these 
troublea. Still this does not Justify the 
bloody and barbarous retaliation Of 
I^eesburg and Palmetto. 

"The white men who participated in 
these sanguinary dramas are as un- 
justifiable for their conduct s« tlie ne- 
groes they lynched. Both sre a dis- 
grace to our civilization and a re- 
proach to our state, and all the power 
of the state shall be used to prevent a 
recurrence of such Crimea aad to pun- 
lab the perpetrators."

Vancouver, B. C, March IT.— Carl 

Shimmerfeit, wlui was a passenger on 
board the sleaiucr l^-es, which has 
arrived here from the Lynn canal, 
brought the nawa that a battle had 
been fOofht iMtwaan Anarleaa and 
Canadian miners, a few miles oft the 
Dalton trail. Four men are reported 
to have been killed outright im<\ a 
number of others are said to have becu 
seriously wounded. 

When the alien mlBlBg law ot Brit- 
ish Columbia was enforced a few 

months ago the American miners left 
Atlln, the new Canadian gold distrlcf. 
and stnick north. They found a short 
distance off the Dalton trail, on the 
Porcupine river, a district rich in 
plarcr gold. It was generally conceded 
that the new placers were In Ameri- 
can territory, and the miners vowed 
that no Canadian should stake a claim. 
Some Canadlatt mounted polieaoMD. 
however, did stake claims In the Amar* 
lean territory, and Justified their act 
by moving the Canadian flag from 
Mount Pleasant on the trail so as to 
make the Una take in a rich part of 
the district 

They were fbHowed by at leaat 40 
Canadian miners whft all locate^ good 
claims. A fortnight ago about 100 
American miners held ii meeting and 
decided to send notices to all Cana- 
diana to leave the country within five 
days. 

The notices were pent out. but no 
heed was paid to them . Slummerfelt. 
who left the Porcupine river district 
two weeks ago, says: 

"Early on tha morning of the sixth 
day the American miners met and pro- 
cetded to the Canadian camp. 

"1 don't believe they intended blood- 
shed, although they were fully arnu-d. 
Before they could even state the ob- 
ject of their Tiait aome oaat I do not 
know from which party, fired a shot, 
and then every one seemed to be shoot- 
ing. Several rf)un(ls were fired, and 
four men, I was told, were killed out- 
right— an American and three Cana- 
diana. 

"The battle was very brief, and re- 
sulted In the Canadians, about SO In 
number, flying across the border. The 
Americana then retired to their own 
camp." 

Slummerfelt's story is unconfirmed, 

but reports received here about two 
weeks ago from th district predicted a 
clash if the Canadians did not leave 
th? territory. 

Trniible Fxprrted. 

WashiuKton, .March 17.— The hostile 
collision between American and Cana- 
dian miners reported from Vanvouver 
is exactly what was apimbended by 
the representatives of the United Btatai 
government in the late Canadian con- 
ference, t is said by one of these of- 
ficials that they were sadly <>mbar- 
rassed in their efforts to settle the 
Alaakan boundary dispute by the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature, which so far 
from endeavoring to secure a peaceful 
adjtistment of the boundary difficul- 
ties, bad by the passage of irritating 
legislation, doaa much to retard aa 
agreement.

Pork Packing and ProviNlons. 

[Cincinnati Price Current, March h. ) 

There ia a fair number of hogs being 
marketed. For the week the total West- 
ern killings have Ijeen ;17'),000 head, com- 
pared with 400,UtX) head the preceding 
week and 345,000 head last year. From 
March 1 the total is 775,000 bead, against 
740,000 head last year. The quality is 
almost uniformly good. Prices at the 
close average about 5c. per 100 poanda 
lowMT than a week ago and about lOe. 
per 100 pounds lower than a year a^o. 

The provision trade has disclosed no 
important changes during the week, the 
current demand being freely met without 
disposition to yield much in prices. In 
fact, there appears tobe • general belief 
that there is little or no probability of a 
tendency to lower values, and that the 
absorption of )>rodiict is likely to steadily 
reduce the surplus of stocks for a consid- 
erable time to come.

The Missouri Agricnitnral Kxperimeut 
Station made a series of tests extending 
from January, 1896, to September, 1807, 
in order to thoroughly ami scientifically 
ascertain the value of wide trees as com- 
pared with narrow onea. Ther were 
made with two wagons, one with 0-inch 
tires, the other with standard IJ-inch 
tires, both wagons of the same weight, 
and each loaded with 2,000 pounds. It 
was found that the aame power needed 
to draw the narrow-tired wagon, with its 
2,000 pound load on a gravel road would 
have pulled a load of 2,482 pounds on the 
wide tire wagon. The same power re- 
quired to draw the :i,QtiO pound load on 
narrow tirea over dirt and gravel roads, 
when these were dry and hard, was found 
sufhcient to draw a 2,5:'>0 i)ound load on 
the wide tire wagon under the same con- 
dition; and it was shown that when these 
roads were deep with mud, but partly 
dried at the surface by a few hours sun, 
the same power required to draw the 2,- 

000 pound load over them on the narrow 
tires, would pull a load of 8,200 poiuids 
on the wide tirea. 

Director Watera, of the Station, atatea 
that the condition, under which the nar 
row tires ofier an advantage over the 
wide onea " are unutual and ofthoH daroi- 
linn," and tli;it "through' a majority of 
days in the year, and at times when the 
dirt roads are most uaed, and when their 
use is moat imperative, the broad tired 
wagon will pull materially lighter than 
the narrow tired wagon." 

He atatea "that a large numl)er of teats 
on meadows, paature, atubble land, corn 
ground and plowed land in every condi 
tion, from dry, hard and firm to very wet 
and aoft, ahow, without a aingle excep- 
tion, a large difference in draft in favor of 
the broad tirea. This difiierence ranged 
from 17 to 120 per cent." Aa a reault of 
all experiments conducted, he says, "it 
appears that six inches is the best width 
fd tire for a combination farm and road 
wafon.and that both axles should be the 
aame length, so that the front and hind 
wheels will run in the same track." 

Experimenta made at the Agricultural 
Station in Utah have demonatrated that 

1 j-inch tired wagons drew about 40 per 
cent, heavier than one with 3-inch tires, 
and weighing with ita load the aame as 
the other. 

At the Ohio State L'niveraity it was 
shown that a wagon with 8-inch tirea and 

loaded with l,4S0 pounds, could easily he 
hauled by two horses over an ordinary 
lirt road in good condition and with a 
hard surface, while with a narrow tire 
half as much was a full load for a doable 
team. 

The principal of wide tirea is so 
generally acknowledged in Europe that 
aws have been pasaed in each country 
prescribing their use. Austria requires 
tires of at least 4} inches width, increas- 
ng as the load to be carried rises above 
tons. In France all' freighting and 
market wagona are turned into road 
rollefs by being re<|uired to have tires 
from 3 to 10 inches wide. Germany 
requirea 4-inch tirea for ail wagona uaed 
for heavy loads, .Switzerland requires 
that they shall be provided with tires of 
0 inches. These regulationa have been 
adopted for the protection of high class 
European roads built during the present 
oeatary. 

While on this subject it might be well 
to add that in many cities in this coun- 
try the use of narrow-tired wagons and 
other heavy vehicles is prohibited. There 
is no question that atreeta would laat 
longer were broad-tired wagona requirvd. 
As it has been demonstrated that they 
are better for all concerned, it looks like 
they ahoald be generally aabatituted for 
the narrow-tired vehicle.
